The concluding work of the special session of 
the senate this afternoon was the ratification 
of the reciprocity treaty with Cuba, but with 
amendments put on in the foreign relations 
committee to satisfy the piratical demands 
of the beet sugar crowd, both republicans 
and democrats, 

The treaty as a whole was ratified by a 
vote of 50 to 16. The opposition was even 
less than was anticipated because, allowing 
for pairs, there was considerably more than 
two-thirds of the full membership of the sen- 
ate in favor of the treaty asamended. There 


will not be sufficient. The treaty as a whole 
was previously ratified by the Cuban senate, 
but now that the Agreement has been amended 
by the United States an entirely new rati- 
fication by Cuba will become necessary, and 
there is a bare possibility that ratifications 
cannot be exchanged within the limit of time. 

Under the amendment made requiring the 
consent of congress before the treaty goes 
into effect all pos#bility of benefiting the 
Cuban sugar planters on this year’s crop is 
@isposed of. For this reason itis quite within 
the range of possibility that the Cubans may 
decline to ratify the treaty. There are some 
fears of this, and if it should prove to be the 
case the United States will lose a large and 
profitable exclusive trade with the island of 
Cyba. 

Most people have lost sight of the fact that 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty is a double bar- 
reled affair. It does let in to the United 
States Cuban sugar and tobacco and some

LONDON, March 20, 3 a. m.—There are 
persistent and apparently well grounded 
rumors of cabinet dissensions over the Irish 
land bill.

Premier Balfour could 
hardly hope to carry the land bill even with 
the help of the solid nationalist vote if Cham- 
berlain ‘s unwilling to identify himself with 
the measure. Nor could Chief Secretary 
Wyndham expect to satisfy either the land- 
lords or Redmond’s followers if Chamber- 
lain insists upon cutting down the appropria- 


tion. 
Party in a Panic. 

It is probable that the rumors now in the 
air of a breakup in the cabinet refiect the 
feeling of panic among the supporters of the 
government caused by the Rye election. 
Chamberlain must have sanctioned the prin- 
ciple of the Irish land bill before he started 
for south Africa, and those who know him 
well do not consider him capable of desert- 
ing Balfour or of riding for a fall. His ene- 
mies will not be convinced of his good faith, 
but his friends are confident that he will sup- 
port the Irish land bill and be content with 
settling the south African questions as secre- 
tary of the colonies.

AMERICAN TREATY WITH CHINA.. 


Draft of a New Commercial Agreement 
Submitted by the United States 
to Pekin Officials.

SHANGHAI, March 19.—The draft of a 
new commercial treaty between the United 
States and China has been handed to the 
Chinese commissioners. It stipulates for 
the opening of treaty ports at Mukden and 
Takusan, near the Yalu river, for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding the commercial inter- 
ests of Manchuria, and for the abolition of 
the liken and all interior custom stations 
excepting those onthe frontiers.

English Judge Draws Unique Moral 
While Sentencing Murderer of Three 
Women to Death.

charged with the murder of three women, 
was today convicted and sentenced to death.

ENGLAND, GERMANY, AND ITALY

Washington, D. C., March 19.—{Special.]— 
The agreement between Venezuela, Great 
Britain, Germahy, and Italy concerning the 
payment of debts may not be adhered to.

Sir William Gordon MacGregor, While 
* Not Winning American, Said to 
Secured Rich Wife.

LONDON, March 19.—Sir William Gordon 
MacGregor, the story of whose rescue from 
the West Ham workhouse by a woman who, 
It is said, is an American who intended to 
marry him,’ already has been cabled, appar- 
ently has secured a wife, but she is not an 
American. i | 

The story of the afflicted baronet’s misfor- 
tunes incidentally brought to ight a remark- 
able matrimonial agency, which, however, 
is not unparalleled. When it became known 
that a real live baronet was immured in a 
workhouse this agency communicated with 
him and arranged an interview with the 
head of the firm, who is an energetic society 
woman. She visited Sir William and told 
him she had an American client, who would 
pay $125,000 for the privilege of marrying a 
titled Englishman. 

After some correspondence a legal agree- 
ment was drawn up, by which the agent un- 
dertook to provide the baronet with a good 
looking, mild tempered bride of loving dis- 
position, and 35 years of age. Of the first 
installment of the dowry, $25,000, on the 


agent $15,00® of which $10,000 was allotted 
to the titled woman who introduced the 
American. The bargain, however, was not 
ratified because the American refused to 
part with the money for anything less than 
a duke. Nevertheless, Sir Willlam was not 
left without a bride. According to the Daily 
Express numerous women of Great Britain 
have written offering their hands and for- 
tunes to him, and he shortly is to marry the 
daughter of a naval officer, who, said the 
baronet in an interview, “ took pity on my 
misfortunes and wrote me on the subject of 
marriage before I met the agents.’”’ 

Sir William denies that he has locomotor 
ataxia, and says he suffers from St. Vitus’ 
dance. The Express adds that the two wom- 
en who run the matrimonial agency are well 
known in society. One finds eligible men, 
the other seeks gullible women with more 
money than brains. They live in large 
houses in London, where they accommodate 
country clients while the negotiations are 
pending. They keep an automobile for coun- 
try jaunts and arrange theater and supper 
parties for the purpose of bringing loving 
hearts together.

HATED BURDICK. 


Searched Mrs. Burdick’s 
Safe Deposit Locker. 


HIRED MANY DETECTIVES 


Authorities Now Have Full His- 
tory of Double System of 
Espionage. 


~ 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., March 19.—[Special.]—At 
least one reason has been supplied for the 
threat of Arthur R. Pennell against Edwin 
L. Burdick in the letter where he wrote: 
“I feel that I must kill him,” or “‘ There 
are times when his manner toward you 
makes me want to kill him.”’ 
was sent Mrs. Burdick, and, as the friends 
of Burdick have it in their possession and 
will give it to the authorities, guesses were 
made of the manner in which Burdick came 
to possess it. 

It was learned today from a friend of 
Pennell that some time after December, 
1900, when the letter was written, Burdick 
seized his wife in their house one night and 
choked her until she signed a paper the con- 
tents of which she did not know. It was an 
order on the safe deposit company where 
Mrs.Burdick kept her papers or box, and gave 
Burdick access to the drawer and contents. 
Armed with this paper Burdick secured the 
property of his wife, which included the 
letters of Pennell to Mrs. Burdick and re- 
ports of the detectives upon Burdick’s move- 


ments, 
Pennell Felt Aggrieved. 


Although the incident took place after Pen- 
nell had written a threatening letter it is un- 
derstood the choking episode was not the 
first in which Pennell had deemed Mrs. Bur- 
dick had been treated harshly by her hus- 
band. Pennell had great influence with Mrs. 
Burdick, so great that he is credited with 
having caused her to write the letters in 
which she asked her husband to‘take her 
back the first time she was exiled. 

Mrs. Burdick was the subject of much con- 
cern to Pennell? and the thought that Bur- 
dick treated her harshly or kept her from her 
children probably served to affect the law- 
yer’s peace of mind. Pennell’s disposition 
might easily have been affected if prenatal 
influence is accepted. It is said he was born 
in Brunswick, Me., but he really was born 
aboard his father’s ship in the tropics while 
there was a mutiny aboard, which was sup- 
pressed only by the bravery and determina- 
tion of Capt. Pennell. It was just after this 
uprising that Arthur Pennell was born, yet 
he never showed any signs in bearing or tem- 
perament of any traits resulting from cir- 
cumstances attending his birth. 


Hated Burdick Always. 

Pennell’s dislike to Burdick was not spas- 
modic. He caused Burdick to be trailed as 
steadily as Burdick shadowed him. -He 
hired detectives to follow Burdick and Mrs. 
Paine in this city and to watch Burdick and 
Mrs. Warren in Cleveland for over a year. 
He knew Burdick’s every movement and 
spent thousands of dollars inthe task. The 
authorities have traced expenditures of 
more than $1,000. 
Burdick learned of the espionage by find- 
ing in Mrs. Burdick's safe deposit box some 
reports of Pennell’s detectives from a detect- 
ive agency in this city. They tracked Bur- 
dick’s visits to hotels,-his drives and trips 
out of town. One of the reports told of the 
appearance of Mrs. Warren, his “little 
friend.’”” Pennell had a New York detective 
in his pay and finally retained a Cleveland 
detective, who was shadowing Burdick on 
Feb. 27, 1902, exactly one year before Bur- 
dick was murdered. 


Letters to Detectives. 


Pennell wrote a letter to him about Bur- 
dick and his movements, and said: ‘Iam 
inclined to think the parties suspicious, and 
if that is the case I will not be surprised if 
little develops this time.’’ On March 5, 1902, 
Pennell wrote to the same detective: ~ 

“I presume you recelved my telegram yes- 
terday. I wish you to send your reports as 
soon as possible and also your bill. Discon- 
tinue all your efforts at present. If by 
chance inquiries are set on foot by the other 
side to ascertain by whom this work is being 
done or authorized I want you to be guarded 
and careful to avoid mentioning this city, and 
as far as you can if occasion arises convey 
the impression that your sources of authority 
are somewhere else. I will probably have 
occasion for your services later.’’ Three 
weeks later Pennell again wrote to the Cleve- 
land agent, saying: “I will have occasion, 
undoubtedly, for your services again in the 
near future, and wish you to regard yourself 
as still retained. I am convinced I will re- 
quire the combined resources of your office 
there and the people I employ here in order 
to obtain the required evidence.”’ 

It is beyond dispute that all this shadowing 
of Burdick was done eight or more months 
before Burdick sued his wife for divorce. 

In May Pennell seemed even more keen of 
Burdick’s scent. Here is a part of one of the 
letters to the Cleveland detectives: ‘‘ The 
telephone conversation with you yesterday 
was not as satisfactory as I wished, owing 
apparently to some difficulty on the wires. 
It is not advisble to send a man to him (Bur- 
dick) here, as I am convinced he js already 
suspicious and would quickly recognize the 
fact he was being followed, which would 
render all attempts useless.”’ 


Constantly Advising Watchers. 


Time and again he wrote his Cleveland 
watchers: “It is useless to watch here or 
at Mrs. Warren’s house, or to carry matters 
so far agto attract her attention, as the game 
will be completely off.”’ It is sure Pennell 
was well informed of\Burdick’s social plans, 
as he wrote the Cleveland detective that Bur- 
dick had applied for nonresident membership 
in the Euclid Heights Golf club, and added: 
“IT am thoroughly convinced it will work 
only harm to watch their [Warren's] place 
in Republic street or at the golf club. I 
know both parties are suspicious, for the rea- 
son that the Cleveland party was down here 
a short time ago and under observation here, 
but both got on to the fact and threw up their 
plans.”’ 

A remarkable coincidence is revealed in 
the affair where the two men were dogging 
each other’s steps when Burdick wrote to 
New York detectives saying: ‘‘ Pennell and 
Mrs. Burdick will meet in New York,”’ and

Another version of the safe deposit story is 
that Burdick secured a bogus order by trick- 
ery and had a duplicate key made. 

Shortly after this, it is said, Burdick visited 
the safe deposit company, and with the bogus 
order and a duplicate key carefully examined 
his wife's papers ard letters stored there. 
Mrs. Burdick went to the vaults a few days 
later and complained that her private safe 
had been opened and her effects disturbed. 
‘It was doubtless done by your brother,” 
she was told. “ But I have no brother,” she 
replied. 

Then the order was shown her and she ad- 
mitted the signature was genuine. The 
nature of the whole transaction soon came 
to light, and Burdick’s part in making both. 
the key and false order was exposed. 

In the light of these developments what 
Mrs. Burdick will say at the inquest next 
week becomes all the more interesting.

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TOLD TO TIP OFF RAIDS. 


HOW REFORMS MISCARRIED. 


Which Inspector Cross Is on Trial 
for Alleged Neglect of Duty—Dis- 
charged Policeman Testifies That 
He Was Instructed to Give Warn- 
ing Against Poolrooms Upon Which 
Warrants Were Issued, 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—George 
Bissert, former wardman at the Fifth avenue 
station, once cenvicted and sentenced to Sing 
Sing, and now waiting a new trial, gave some 
sensational testimony today against Inspec- 
tor Adam A. Cross, who is on trial ona 
charge of negligence of duty. 

Bissert swore that in 1901 he was instruct- 
ed by Inspector Cross to “ tip off ’’ proposed 
raids on poolrooms. 

Bissert was asked if he ever visited the 
Germania hall poolroom in the Bowery. He 
said a& a wardman at the Fifth street station 
he had gone there regularly every Saturday 
afternoon. On many visits he heard the an- 
nouncer in the poolroom. calli the names 
of horses as reported from thé racetracks. 
“Did you go there on police business?” 
asked Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Morgan, 

said Bissert, with a grin. 


Told to Tip Off Raids. 


Witness was then asked to relate his con- 
versations with Inspector Cross in regard 
to the poolrooms. Bissert said in reply that 
he had been summoned to Cross’ office at 
police headquarters one day, at the time Je- 
rgme's raids were going on, two years ago. 
‘The inspector met me in the hall when 
I came down here,” said Bissert. ‘‘ He said 
there were going.to be some warrants issued 
for raids on the poolrooms, Hesaid:‘ Il want 
you to get on to those warrants. If the 
rooms refer to are ‘“‘right’’ give them the 
tip.’ 
‘Did you obey those instructions?’ asked 
Morgan. | 
did.” 
* Blamed by the Inspector. 
Attorney Morgan then asked Bissert 
whether he ever had a talk,with Inspector 
Cross in regard to the matter afterward.. 
‘“‘ Yes, sir,” said the witness. ‘I met him 
here two days later. He asked why I did not 
tip the place off. I said I had tipped it off. 
He said he would transfer me all right, and 
for me to report back to my precinct.”’ 
Bissert said the talk referred to the pool- 
room at Clarendon hall.' He had gone to 
Yorkville court with another plain clothes 
man, O’Connor, since dead, and hung around 
until they overheard enough to let him know 
that Clarendon hall was menaced. He sent 
O’Connor to notify the poolroom people. 
Bissert was not permitted to testify how he 
judged that the Clarendon hall poolroom was 
“ right.’’ He said outside the court he asked 
a superior officer if Clarendon hall was 
‘“right’’ and was told that it was; then he 
sent O’Connor with the tip. 


One Tip That Fefled. 


The poolroom was emptied of its patrons, 
but no raiders appeared. After an hour or 
more some one passed the word that a false 
alarm had been sounded, and the poolroom 
resumed business. Its patrons gathered 
again just in tithe to be scooped up by the 
tardy arrival of the Jeromeraiders. Bissert 
said afterward he got an explanation of these 
circumstances before higher officials, when 
they removed from him the stigma of having 
failed to give the tip to a “ right” place, and 
he was neither transferred nor “ put on the 
sidewalk.”’ 

Attorney Elkus, who appeared for Inspect- 
or Cross, declined to cross-examine Bissert. 
much to the disappointment of the prosecu- 
tion, because cross-examination wou!@ let 
in a flood of testimony on redirect examina- 
tion which, it is believed, would have ma- 
terially strengthened the case against the 
inspéctor.

State Senator Cyril R. Jandus has come 


to the aid of the overworked and underpaid 
justice of the peace. At least that official is 


nderpaid in the estimation of the senator, 
nd he proposes to see that justice fees are 


enlarged, The senator formerly was a clerk 
in Justice Sabath’s office on the west side 


nd has a knowledge of and a friendly feel- 


ing for this class of officials. 


Jandus is pressing a bill at Springfield’ 


which, if it becaine a law, would allow every 
justice of the peace and police magistrate 
to charge $2 a day for every case which may 
be before him, and this not fm lieu of other 
costs, but in additiorf to them. 


If a justice Aad twenty cases in a day he 


would draw $40 for his day’s work on this 
item alone, in addition to the regular costs. 


Rich Pickings for a Justice. : 
Also, as most frequently happens, if either 


the defendant or.plaintiff is not ready to go 
to trial on the day set, then the juStice gets 


nother $2 for the continuance, and every 


time another continuance is granted still 


nother $2 is chalked up as costs in the case. 


In short, every day the case is called in court 
it means $2 for the justice. 


The reason Senator Jandus gives for this 


bill is that the commissioners now revising 
the practice act propose to take away from 
the justices the $1 fee which they now charge 
in criminal cases every time a bail bond is 
renewed, and without this fee the senator 
thinks the justices cannot live and pay office 
rent.

An injunction was issued yesterday by 
Judge Holdom restraining the strikers and 
pickets stationed about the plant of the Sykes 
Steel Roofing company at 611 Morgan street 
from interfering with the business of the 
company. The injunction is directed against 
the Amalgamated Sheet Metalworkers’ union 
73, its officers and members. 

The order restrains pickets from attempt- 
ing to intimidate any persons in the empigy 
of the company, or by threats or any other 
means preventing the company carrying on 
its business. 

**One by one the employés had departed, 
until only three of the former employés of 
the company were at work,” said O. D. 
Beardsley, secretary of the company, in his 
affidavit read to Judge Holdom. ‘ These 
three men became so frightened that as soon 
as they received their time they followed 
their companions.”’ 

A number of employés alleged that they 
had been assaulted by pickets, who stood 
around the plant day and night. , 

The strike grows out of a fight between the 
union and the International Sheet Metal- 
workers’ association, to which the complain- 
ant belongs. An agreement, it is said, was 
entered into between the union and the asso- 
ciation, and expires Aprill. The bill charges 
the strikers with violating the agreement.

The franchises 
of that company are about expiring and their 
renewal is a question now before the city 
aldermen.

& Auerbach, and RNR. Govin of the New 
York banking firm of H. H. Hollis & Co. also 
were present. The latter firm is allied with 
the Morgan interests. We were merely there 
in the interest of the company and did not 
discuss politics.”’ 


Mayor Continues to Insinuate. 


Both in his afternoon and evening speeches 
the mayor made much of the “ big democrats 
of the east’ who had tried to influence him 
on traction matters. In the afternoon he 
declared that ex-Chairman Harrity had tried 
to bring him to favor the Union Traction com- 
pany, and made the charge that J. Pierpont 
Morgan and his friends were actively oppos- 
ing his re@lection. When asked afterwards 


‘to reveal exactly what Mr. Harrity had said 


to him the mayor refused to make any spe- 
cific statement, replying: “Listen to my 
speeches and will understand it.”’

TRACTION KEPT IN VIEW. 


Mayor Speaks Much of the Time 
to-the Question,“AmlIan 
Obstructionist ?” 


Speaking principally to the question, “‘ Am 
I an Obstructionist?’ Mayor Harrison last 
evening carried his campaign for reé#lection 
into the Third, Fifth, and Thirtieth wards. 
With little change in phraseology, he reiter- 
ated the statements and arguments which 
he had advanced at his noonday speech, and

Introduced as “Four Time Winner.”’ 

It was as “the four time winner” that 
Chairman Thomas Ryan introduced the 
mayor to Ald. McInerney’s constituents, and 
Mr. Harrison at once attacked the state- 
ment of Graeme Stewart that the civil serv- 
ice law was set at naught in the city hall 
and sixty day men were put in positions 
instead of civil service eligibles. 

‘There are only six or seven men in the 
city hall who are sixty day men,”’ said Mayor 
Harrison. ‘“ The rest are civil service men. 
The only sixty day employés of the city are 
the sisters of charity, who are at the isola- 
tion hospital taking of those who may 
be stricken with smallpox. It is these wom- 
en that Mr. Stewart would dismiss were he 
mayor of Chicago.”’ 

Here Mr. Harrison reiterated a part of 
his noonday address and declared that the 
Stewart platform had been clipped from 
messages which he as mayor had made to 
the council with the exception that the 
referendum provision was left out. 

“For six years 1 have beer, making a 
traction record,’’ said the,mayor. ‘‘ During 
those years Mr. Stewart has been as dumb 
as an oyster on the traction question.

For some time past signboards announc- 
ing the fact that “‘ These roads are for horse- 
back riding only,’’ which decorate the many 
roadways through the monument grounds, 
back of the White house, have been little 
needed. Their presence in the park dates 
from’ the McKinley administration, when

Row, and the signboards rose up warning 
off alike vehicles and pedestrians. The plan 
met with prompt abuse on the part of the 
general public and amusement rather than 
approbation among those for whom the new 
regulation was instituted, the system of 
bridle paths laid out by Col. Bingham being 
much too limited in extent to permit of riders 
taking exercise in any but homeopathic doses. 

There was little horseback riding during 
the McKinley administration, as the presi- 
dent preferred driving that he might be ac- 
companied by Mrs. McKinley, and society 
generally followed the lead set by the White 
house.

New Bills Before Senate. 
The following bills were introduced in the 


senate today: | 

By Humphrey—Authorizing cities to permit the 
construction of bridges and passageways over or 
under any public alley, piace, or court, in such 
manner as not interfere with the grade of alley, 
place, or court. 

By Haas—Regulating the business of leasing or 
renting safety deposit boxes, vaults, or compart- 
ments. The bill makes it the duty of every person 
or corporation engaged in this business annually 
to procure a license from the secretary of state, a 
duplicate of which ig to be filed with the county 
clerk.

Park Measures Are Passed. 


Lundbere’s bill to permit the extension of the 


bills permits the South park commissioners to en- 
large their system by acquiring park lands not 
contiguous to existing parks and boulevards.

EIGHTY POUND GOLD BAR 
TAKEN FROM DETROIT DEPOT. 


Was Worth $23,500 and Was Left in 
Station Between Trains—Police Fail 


to Find Any Trace of It. 


Detrott, Mich., March 19.—No arrests have 
been made as yet in connection with the mys- 
terious disappearance last night from the 
Union depot office of the Picific and Domin- 
ion Express company of a bar of gold in 
transit from Salt Lake City to the east, which 
is valued at $23,500. The whereabouts of the 
precious ingot is as much of a mystery to- 
night as it was early today, when the police 
began work on the case. 

Capt. McDonnell, chief of detectives, said 
tonight that no one had been charged directly 
with its theft, and that until something more 
definite could be told the police would not 
talk about the case.

Z Shortly before the eastbound train was 
due to leave they were removed from the 
strong box to a truck to be wheeled out to 
the express car.

the police that the gold was not put into the 
safe again pending the time for the train to 
leave, but lay on the truck in the office, which 
is on a level with the street. Police Capt. 
McDonnell says he has found at least nine 
persons who were in the office at different 
times while the gold lay on the truck ex- 
sed to view, and that several of them 
handled it and commented on its value. 
When the train was finally ready, it was 
found.that there were only three ingots on 
the truck.

NEW ENGLAND URGED'TO SAVE 
AMERICA’S FOREIGN TRADE. 


Frank A. Vanderlip Tells Boston Com- 


mercial Club How to Extend Their 
Export Lines. 


i 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—{Special.)— 
ank A. Vanderlip, formerly of Chicago, but | 
now vice president of the National City’bank 
of New York, was the guest of honor at the 
annual dinner of the Commercial club here 
tonight. In his address Mr. Vanderlip pointed 
te the great slump in the exports of manu- 
factured products from the United States 
within the last two years and to New Eng- 
land’s prestige in the financial and industrial 
world. The moral he drew was that New 
England should no longer seek to supply | 
capital for western enterprises and manu- 
factured products for the home market, and 
to direct future energies to the development 
of a great foreign commerce. 

‘Mr. Vanderlip called attention to the 
present situation in New England. He showed 
that the great west no longer looked to New 
England for capital; that New England no 
longer controlled the shipping ifdustry; that 
the west ang south were gradually absorbing 
New England’s manufacturing trade; that 
New England's bunk capital is not increas- 
ing, that deposits are increasing only slow- 
ly, that railway development has practically 
ceased, that skilled labor is leaving the New 
England states, and that the incréase in 
population is largely foreign born. 

Mr. Vanderlip would not say that New 
England had reached the limit of its develop- 
ment. But he pointed out the conditions as 
they exist and then pointed out what seemed 
to him to be the remedy. New England 
should no longer, he said, look to the west 
and south for markets for its money and 
manufactures, but should turn its eyes to 
the great, limitless markets open in foreign 
lands. He pointed out the difficulties in the 
way and showed that they were not unsur- 
mountable. He atrged an organization of 
great financial strength, projected for the 
purpose of intelligently representing New 
England's exporting interests in the world's 
market. This organization, he said, should 
establish exhibition rooms in centers |

“Bvery man who can look beyond his nose 
can see that with the negroes constantly 
going to school the increasing number of 
people who can read and write among the 
colored race will in time encroach upon and 
reach and overbalance our white men.” 

Senator Money is not’so outspoken as 
Senator Tillman and does not seem to share 
hiis Tear that the white men may be unable 
to hold their own against the negroes when

that measure of recognition which is given

A BUSINESS MAN NEEDED. 

Not long ago the Massachusetts railway 
commission said of the conditions of travel 
on°a street railroad in that state: “ ‘The 
crowding of men and women upon one 4an- 
other in a street car for transportation like 
packages of merchandise is an outrage upon 
the decencies of life as well as a menace to 
safety of travel,” The vigorous language 
of the commission describes with accuracy 
the conditions which exist in Chicago. Here 
every morning and evening men and women 
are crowded in street cars like packages of 
merchandise. | 

It is in the power of the voters to rid them- 
selyes soon of the villainous service they 
complain of daily. They can do it by mak- 
ing Mr. Graeme Stewart mayor and getting 
a good business man to look after their in- 
terests. They cannot do it by reélecting 
Mayor Harrison. He has had-many oppor-, 
tunities during the last two or three years 
to take the initiative in the traction ques- 
tion, but he has not. taken advantage of 
them. | 

The democratic platform recounts the 
achievements of the mayor. . It says the 
Union Traction company has been made to 
‘give transfers.

The 
mayor says: “ For six years I have had noth- 
ing to do but study the management of the 
city of Chicago. During these years Mr. 
Stewart has been selling dried beans and 
dried apples.” 
municipal affairs would have been more 
productive of good works if they had not 
been conducted under the supervision and 
control of politicians who do not belong to 
the best school in politics. Of the manage- 
ment of city affairs for political purposes 
Mr. Harrison knows more than he did six 
years ago. Of business like methods of 
management hé knows little more than he 
did then. | 

Mr. Stewart, with no experience as may- 
or, is better qualified to manage the busi- 
ness affairs of the city than Mayor Harri- 
son with six years of unprofitable experi- 
ence. The one is a trained business man 
who is familiar with politics of the better 
kind. The other is a politician who has not 
mastered business methods during the last 
six years, and who would not do it during 
the next two years if he were reélected. 


KILLING CIVIL SERVICE. . 

The house has advanced the state civil 
service bill to .a third reading after display- 
ing its deep hostility to the merit system by 
killing the bill in advance through unfriend- 
ly amendments. One of the amendments is 
that the law shall not become operative 
unless a majority of all the voters taking 
part in the election to be held in Noyember, 
1904, shall record themselves in favor of it. 
It has been found impossible to get a major- 
ity of all the voters to take enough interest 
in a constitutional amendment to mark their 


ballots for it. Much as Lilinoisans approve |. 


of the merit system, it is doubtful whether 
enough of them will take so deep an interest 
in the matter at a presidential election as to 
give the law the necessary number of votes. 
There should be no referendum vote. If 
there is to be one a majority of the votes 
cast on the question should suffice. That is 
the customary course. | 

It i¢ not necessary for representatives to 
ask for a popular authorization of the merit 
system. - The platforms of the two political 
parties are their warrant for the enactment 
of a civil service law. They know that the 
people will not resent the passage of such 
a law. Net the attempt made yesterday to, 
reconsider the vote on the amendment and 
strike it out was made in vain. A majority 
of the members hate the merit system. 

A law which will not take effect unless it 
shall have the approval of a majority of 
‘Tillinoisa voting. for presidential electors 
next yea® fs born dead. It is better there 
should be no law than such a law. The 
friends of civi] service reform should wash 
their hands of the measure ordered to a 
third reading im the house yesterday unless 
it can be purged in the senate of an amend- 
ment which denies the people civil service 
reform while pretending to ask them wheth- 
er they desire it.

In this case the hoodlums, nearly 300 ia 
number, averaging about 16 years of agp, 
without any provocation whatever, wi 
no feeling of resentment against the m&an- 
agers of the factory, but simply from, the 
love of destruction and the opportunfty it 
“gave to steal, broke into the building, car- 
ried off what goods they could, aad de- 
stroyed what they could not carry away, 
wrecked furniture and tore up business 
papers and mail order lists, then piled up 
the fragments and set the buildixg on fire. 
They defied the first policeman @n the spot 
and stoned the firemen for trying to put 
out the fire. It was not until a large force 
of police had arrived that they kindly con- 
‘gented to cease destroying property and 

to disperse. Since that time fifteen mem- 

bers of the gang have been arrested. It 
is to be hoped more of them will be run 
down, and that they will, be punished in 
some manner which in the future will give 
them a wholesome fear ¢f the law and at 
the same time respect for the rights of 
‘property.

Like so many other Turk- 
ish officials, he became suspected of lean- 
ings toward the young Turk party, and to 
avoid arrest and exile to one of those remote 
places of Turkish banishment, from which 
people never return, he fled with his wife 
first of all to Athens, and thence to his 
native land of Sweden, where he has since 
earned a livelihood, partly by means of his 
own writings and partly by the lectures of 
his wife, who gives the most graphic de- 
scriptions of the drawbacks of harem life 
in the orient, and of the moral and intel- 
lectual degradation to which Turkish wom- 
én are reduced.

| interest in aquatics. Rowing, he 
conten was the best sport for a college 
man to figure in, as this branch of athletics 
developed more sane men than any other. 
Confidence and coolness were essentially 
characteristic of oarsmen. 

In praising rowing he said there was less 
professionalism in it than in any other sport, 
and therefore it came nearer being the ideal 
college sport. 

‘Prof, Hollis looks upon Philadelphia as a 
good place to hold the regatta, and he prom- 
ised the association the full support of the 
Harvard boat clubs. 

Capt. D. D. L. MoeGrew of the Harvard 
varsity crew said the entire undergraduate 
body was in sympathy with the new associa- 
tion and anxious to have a big regatta at the 
close of the college year. This association, 
he thought, would now give college men an 
opportunity of developing a systematic 
stroke, Which would fit them better to meet 
the crews in the big Henley regattas,

Master Jamieson Files Findiugs in Suit 


of Plumbers to Enjoin Health De- 


_ partment from Enforcing Law. 


| Tes the suit of master plumbers againet 
the city of Chicago to enjoin the enforcement 
of a health department rule Master Jamie- 
son filed his findings yesterday. The rule 
in question requires a metal connection be- 
tween house drains and sewers, instead of 
¢ement or mortar. The findings are to the 
effect that the metal connection is best. 

' The findings are as follows: 

That all buildings wherein sewer connections 
are used settle or shrink more or less. 

That such settlement or shrinkage frequently 
affects the connection between soil pipe and sewer, 
and that, where cement is used, a considerable 
Proportion of such joints are cracked and broken 
to an extent which allows sewer gas and some- 
times the other contenta of the sewer to escape. 

That, while the metal connections introduced in 
évidence have not reached a state of perfection, 
they contain features which are improve- 
ments over the cement joints.

MARKET HAS AN ADVANCE 


SHORTS AND HOPE FOR EASIER 
MONEY RESPONSIBLE. 


Some Local Bankers Think Rates May 
Be a Shade Lower After April 1— 
Currency Still Going West—Michi- 
gan Telephone Company in a Poor 
Way—Inability to Reorganizé the 
Property—Threa@ Trust Makes Only 

an Indifferent Showing. _ 


Much of the interest displayed in the New 
York stock market in the last few days 
has been due to the belief that tomorrow’s 
bank statement would make a much more 
favorable showing than the last one. In 
consequence there has been a great deal of 


} short covering and prices have had relatiye- 


ly a good advance. 

But it is difficult to figure out stability to 
current quotations. St. Paul has been sell- 
ing until yesterday around 168%. Last fall, 
when it touched 170,*it caused liquidation 
by strong interests. Now at 170 the stock 
is considered strong. The price level has 
been gradually working down and the money 
outiook is not encouraging for a bull move- 
ment of moment. 

A recent canvass of the largest New York 
, cemmission houses showed that brokers are 

carrying greatly reduced lines, One firm, 
which last fall had $40,000,000 in loans, has 
now less than $10,000,000. Other houses car- 
rying smaller lines find also they have re- 
duced their liabilities from 50 to 75 per cent. 
This may be considered a favorable feature, 
showing the small extent to which the pub- 
lic is committed to the present market. 

New York predictions are generally for 
easier money after the beginning of April.: 
Some local bankers also figure that there 
may be a slight easing in rates. But con- 
Siderable funds are still going to the west 
from this center, although exchange on New 
York continues at a premium. 

From the Chicago viewpoint the stock 
market looks like a scalping one. The price 
advancement is not sustained. No sooner 
does the market grow fairly strong than it 
is met with a great many stocks. 


Outlook for Michigan Telephone. 


The outlook for the Michigan Telephone

NEW INSURANCE COMPANY 
ORGANIZED AT CLEVELAND. 


Western Reserve Has Capital of $100,- 
000 and Will Begin Writing Business 
on June 1—Among the Agencies. 


The Western Reserve Insurance company 
has been organized at Cleveland with $100,- 
000 capital and will begin writing business on 
June 1. The secretary and manager will be 
R. E. Gooch, who is state agent of the Liv- 
erpool and London and Globe for Ohio and 
West Virginia. The company comprises 
some of the best business men - Cleveland 
as stockholders. 


Local agents at Columbus, O., are much 
disturbed over the action of the North Brit- 
ish and Mercantile, and the Phenix of Brook- 
lyn, appointing a nonboard agency in the 
state. The Columbus board has a rule 
which prohibits its members from repre- 
senting companies that have more than one 
agency in the city. The two companies ap- 
pointed a few months ago a solicitor from an- 
other office as their second agent, but the 
Northwestern National and Germania 
threatened to go after his business and he 
resigned. 
There promises to be an interesting fight 
in Minnesota over the refusal of the insur- 
ance departments of New York and Ohio to 
admit the Minnesota Mutual Life Insurance 
company. This company was formerly the 
Bankers’ Life of St. Paul, operated on the 
stipulated premium plan. The Ohio and 
New York departments objected to the sys- 
tem of the company in taking over the old 
business, which was alleged to have been 
illegal. The two departments did not call in 
question the solvency of the company or the 
honesty of its management.

Minnesota legislature and promises to go 


through the other giving the insurance com- 
missioner full authority to revoke the

Points Made by Griggs. 

Mr. Griggs contended that the acts of the 
defendant do not constitute a contract, com- 
bination, or conspiracy in restraint of inter- 
state trade or commerce Within the og wn 
of the Sherman act, and said if the 
man act can be so construed as to for the 
sale of stock in two competing railroad cor- 
porations to one purchaser then that act is 
an attempted interference on the part of 
congress with transactions which are wholly 
within the control of the states of the union, 
and in that respect the act is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. Griggs alleged that the attorney gen 
eral had filed his complaint under the mis- 
apprehension that the Northern Securities 
company was formed solely for the purpose 
of merging the two corporations—an allega- 
tion that was not supported by a single proof 
and positively disproved by all the testimony 
in the case. 

The history of the Northern Securities 
company then,was reviewed at length by 
Mr. Griggs, wif concluded: 

** We ask the court to keep in sight the fact 
that the codperation of these two railway 
companies, both before and after the forma- 
tion of the Securities company, was intend- 
ed not for the purpose of monopolizing 
trade and commerce, byt for the purpose of 
strengthening, augmentmmg, and extending 
the trade and business of the two companies 
in both transcontinental and worldwide 
competition with other public carriers. The 
result is not pernicious, but beneficial, and 
should be marked with public approval in- 
stead of by legislative and governmental 
obstruction."* 

Attorney Young, said the reasons why the 
Burlington system was purchased by the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern sys- 
tems was because it was essential to the 
transcontinental roads that they should have 
some opening to the manufacturing tricts 
and the coal flelds of the middld west. 


Powers of Congress Limited. 


Regarding the power of congress over in- 
terstate commerce Attorney Young said that 
congress could only regulate that which di- 
rectly affected interstate commerce, while 
the declaration as to who should hold stock 
of corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness was clearly an indirect regulation and 
not within the jurisdiction of congress, and 
hence the Sherman anti-trust act would not 
apply. 

To further show the anti-trust act was not 
intended to apply to the purchase of railroad 
stock by a competitor, Attorney Young said 
the history of all the larger eastern railroad 
systems showed that they were all composed 
of competitive parallel lines, yet their capi- 
tal stock was owned by one of their canstit- 
uent companies which originaly competed 
with the others. 

He said there had been no conspiracy and 
no restraint of trade in any form, but that 
on:the contrary the entire purpose of the 
holdings company was to facilitate trade de-* 
velopment, 


REVERSE ORDER OF CONTEMPT. 


Appellate Judges Release John F. Bent- 
ley from the Judgment of the 
Criminal Court. 


The Appellate court yesterday reversed the 
judgment of the Criminal court in declaring 
John F. Bentley ‘in contempt of court for 
failing to produce certain books in the trial 
of Henry H. Faller and John H. Murray 
for an alleged conspiracy to defraud the 
South town. The reviewing court declares 
that a showing was not made that the books 
called for contained matter material to the 
issues in the cause in which they were in- 
tended to be used. Last December the Ap-. 
pelfate court reversed a judgment of the 
Criminal court in ordering Bentley confined 


in the county jail for sixty days for failure 


to obey a subpcena to produce these books 


before the grand jury. 
The Appellate court reversed and remanded 


the judgment of the Superior court in dis- 


solving an injunction restraining the People’s 
Lumber company from removing certain im- 
provements from property at Clybourn and 
Elston avenues. The court hol that the 
case should have been tried on its merits, 
and that the injunction was improperly dis- 
solved. 
The Appellate court declared that the ac- 
tion of the Superior court in directing a 
jury to award $1,075 damages to Edward W. 
Lee in a suit brought by him against the 
City Trust Safe Deposit and Surety company 
of Philadelphia was justified under the law. 
A bonded collector employed by Lee ab- 
sconded, but the surety company contended 
that no liability existed on its part unless 
the misconduct of the agent amounted to 
larceny or embezzlement.
